GERMANY'S BEST HOPE. 


Speaking recently at St. Louis former 
Associate Justice Clark of the United States 
supreme court addressed part of what he 
had to say to Americans of German origin. 
Here are some of 
the 
points 
which he 
m ade: 
“Never did the 
people 
of the United 
States of German 
origin 
make a greater 
mistake or render a greater disservice to 
their fatherland than they did in opposing 
the entry of 
our 
government 
into the 
League in 1920 
because 
they thought it 
would be a benefit to their people at home 
[(in Germany) for our government to re­ 
main outside the League. 
“For three years, with our government 
outside the League, the people of Germany 
have meen sinking more and more deeply 
into poverty and 
despair 
until the chief 
fear of the world is that, in turning in des­ 
peration, they may unite with Russia for 
the overthrow^ of the existing social order 
in Europe. 
“ The assurances are definite that if our 
government were a member of the League, 
Germany would promptly apply for mem­ 
bership and 
would 
promptly 
obtain it. 
Thereby the German 
people 
would no 
longer be required to deal with their form­ 
er enemies, as they are now doing, at the 
point of the sword. All the great questions 
involved in the treaty would be brought be­ 
fore the League for discussion, in which all 
the natons neutral in the late war, as well 
as all her enemies, could participate. 
Ger­ 
many’s former enemies would of necessity 
deal with her in the new spirit, to which 
they are so solemnly pledged, to seek the 
permanent peace of the world through co­ 
operation and justice.” 
All this has been said before, but Mr. 
Clark sums up the case with exceptional 
clarity and brevity. 
The facts which he 
presents have again taken on much practi­ 
cal importance because 
in 
the situation 
which is now' developing essentially the 
same issue which was before us three years 
ago is coming before us again. It is impor­ 
tant that Americans of German origin shall 
not make the same mistake— disastrous for 
Germany, as well for this country— w’hich 
fhey made at that time.

That is a pretty sharp rejoinder to the 
admiral and, coming from the head of the 
navy department, it will attract much at­ 
tention. It is rumored that Secretary Denby 
may follow' up his reproof with action, but 
whether he does or not, it is clear that in 
Admiral Sims’s opinion the passing of his 
pet object of aversion, Josephus Daniels, 
has not cured the navy of all its ills. 
Here 
he is complaining just as bitterly of the 
present naval management as a w’hile ago, 
he was complaining of the Daniels-Wilson 
management. Certainly the public realizes 
by this time that, in appraising our naval 
policy and the conduct of our naval opera­ 
tions during the 
w'ar 
with Germany, no 
weight need be attached to the strictures 
beet sugar industry develops sufficiently to 
which flowed in such abundance from the 
pen of Admiral Sims and which were be­ 
lieved at one time to constitute a grave in­ 
dictment of our w’ar-time naval manage­ 
ment.

planter to 
plunder the 
American people. 
Senator Reed Smoot’s 
proposition to the Cuban planter, made in 
the interest of the beet sugar combine, is 
of classic record. 
The Chban planter w’as 
offered an advantageous tariff rate if he 
w?ould agree to curtail production. He w'as 
also threatened w'ith a prohibitive rate if 
he did not agree. The Cuban planter turned 
dow’n the proposition and, in consequence, 
w’e have the highest sugar duty in 32 years 
— not so high as our ow’n sugar growers 
wanted, but high enough to facilitate mani­ 
pulation of the market, boost the price of 
sugar and rob the American people of hun­ 
dreds of millions. 
Had the Cuban planter entered into the 
conspiracy proposed 
by 
the 
beet sugar 
crowd through Senator Smoot, the world 
w’ould today be confronted 
with a sugar 
shortage approximating a famine and the 
price for sugar would make the w'ar-time 
plunder seem petty larceny by comparison. 
In the face of those familiar facts the ef­ 
frontery of the sugar beet industry in de­ 
nouncing the Cuban planters and pretend­ 
ing to be actuated by a patriotic purpose to 
serve their fellow Americans is astounding. 
Truly, in this impudent and hypocritical in­ 
stance “patriotism is the last refuge of the 
scoundrel.” *

The fight in Greenport, according 
to Sheriff Biggs, was the culmina­ 
tion of two days of 
skirmishing,

unloaded her cargo onto trucks. 
The sheriff sent his deputies 
to 
find the liquor. Sidney Smith, a citi­ 
zen, discovered the cache and he 
paid for it by the loss of an ear, 
which was shot off as be stood be­ 
fore the house in which it had been 
stored.

CHICAGO, Juno 19.—Scant relief 
was in prospect today from the hot 
weather in many of the southwest­ 
ern, east-central 
and 
gulf 
states. 
Official forecasts as a whole predict­ 
ed generally unsettled weather with 
little change in temperature. 
The heat wave descended 
early 
3'sterday, taking a toll of death and 
prostrations. 
It had been forming 
for some time, the weather bureau 
reported, over the central and south­ 
ern part of the United States, and is 
here to stay for a while. 
In Chicago, seven deaths were' at­ 
tributed indirectly to the heat.

Although Drumm 
was reported not to have been at 
home last night, Peterson says he is 
in Wichita. 
“The defalcations have been going 
on the last three years,” Peterson 
said, “and were not discovered until 
very recently w hen J. N. Richardson, 
president of the bank, checked the 
shortage up to the* cashier. Drumm 
had successfully 
covered up the 
shortage by selling bonds belonging 
to the bank and substituting those

Dollars 
Worth of Bond Issue Is 
Being Expended.

JEFFERSON CIT*. Mo.. June 18. 
—Missouri’s $60,000,00 highway pro­ 
gram Is progressing very satisfactor­ 
ily and there Is now aprpoxlmately 
$30,000,000 worth of road work under 
contract, according to a 
statement 
Just given out here by B. H. Plep- 
meier, chief engineer of 
the 
state 
highway department. 
Mr. Piepmeier reviewed the entire 
state road program and outlined the 
work that la now being carried on In 
all sections of Missouri under the di­ 
rection of the highway department. 
The statement follows: 
“Missouri now has under contract 
approximately 
$30,000,000 worth of 
road work. Of this amount $11,000,* 
OOO are from the sale of bonds under 
the $60,000,000 bond issue program. 
The balance Is from state and county 
money, put up under the old McCul- 
lough-Morgan law. 
“Much of the McCullough-Morgan 
work was placed under contract dur­ 
ing the fall of 1922. At this time ap­ 
proximately forty per cent of the 
H-ork let last fall Is completed. Prac­ 
tically all of the bond issue work 
Shat has been placed under contract 
this spring and will be placed under 
contract this summer will be com­ 
pleted this season. 
The state will 
continue to let work under the bond 
Issue program for this season, as 
Well as for next year’s construction. 
*A very large percentage of the 
work that will be let this summer 
and fall will 
be for 
grading 
and 
bridging, preparatory for ljard sur­ 
facing. 
Our roads must first be lo­ 
cated, graded, and drained before the 
wearing surface 
can 
be built. 
In 
many sections of the state the grad- 
• ing and draining of the roadbed gives 
practically the same 
service 
as a 
high type paved road would in other 
sections. 
The grading and draining 
is necessary for future improvement 
and it further permits the 
depart­ 
ment to maintain 
the state 
roads 
more economically and to give im-1 
proved service to a larger portion of 
the state. 
“$10,000,000 of state 
bonds were 
told during the fall of 1922. Un­ 
der the statutes $5,000,000 more may1 
be sold during 1923. 
The 
original 
Centennial Road Law permitted but 
$5,000,000 to be sold for each year 
after the first issue of $10,000,000. 
The last legislature however, advanc­ 
ed the program by allowing $10,000,- 
€00 to be sold in 1924, 1925 and 1926. 
“The present auto license fees are 
not sufficient to permit the state 
- reads to be built at a rate which the 
. public sentiment is demanding, or 
at a rate which the Highway depart­ 
ment could economically handle. 
A 
luture increase in license fees in this 
State approximating the average of 
the auto license fees in the United 
States will be necessary to permit 
the bond issue program to be carried 
out at a rate which the public is de­ 
manding and to provide an adequate 
maintenance fund so that the depart­ 
ment can take care of the 7,600 miles 
of state roads, after they are con­ 
structed. 
“The expense of the Secretary of 
State’s office in collecting the auto­ 
mobile license fees, which is about 7 
per cent, the expense of the state 
auditor and the state treasurer in the 
payment of state warrants for road 
work .together with the expense of 
maintaining the state roads and the 
administrative expenses of the High­ 
way Department and the supervision 
and construction of the roads is paid 
from the automobile funds separate

“The gang Is in charge of a county 
superintendent of maintenance and 
his duties consist of marking high­

APPROPRIATION FOR 
NEXT YEAR REDUCED 


On Address To “Business 
Organization” Urges 
Strict Economies. 


By th® Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—Heads 
of departments and bureaus, con­ 
stituting th© “business” organiza­ 
tion of the government were called 
together today to hear formal an­ 
nouncement by President Harding, 
its head, and Director Lord of the 
budget, that the government has 
lived within its income during the 
past twelve months. 
The meeting 
also was expected to proceed to a 
discussion of plans for the forth­ 
coming year and to hear an outline 
of what the president expects the 
government to accomplish since it 
has 
overcome 
the 
prospective 
deficit 
Although the governmental ma­ 
chinery has yet two weeks to run 
on funds appropriated for the cur­ 
rent year, treasury officials have 
figured confidently that a surplus 
of above $175,000,000 will be rung 
up when business closes June 30. 
At the beginning of the fiscal year 
last July I, an apparent deficit of 
$823,000,000 confronted the treasury. 
The accomplishment of bringing 
expenditures 
within 
the 
amount 
available to pay them is regarded 
at the treasury as more slgnificent 
than merely elimination of a deficit, 
It means, a treasury spokesman has 
said, that the great debt, piled up 
during war time and immediately 
thereafter is now in manageable 
shape and that hereafter its com­ 
paratively rapid reduction may be 
anticipated for the maturities in the 
next few years are spread out in a 
fashion that permits their retire­ 
ment without the treasury being 
forced to undertake anything more 
than short refunding operations at 
any time. 


WASHINGTON, June 
IS.—The 
government has accomplished 
the 
task of living within its income in 
the past twelve months and has ac­ 
cumulated a surplus of two hundred 
million dollars in addition. President 
Harding said today in a speech at a 
meeting of department heads and bu­ 
reau and division chiefs constituting 
the government’s “business 
organ­ 
ization” further reductions, he said 
would be made in expenditures in 
the coming year. 
The record, the president said, is 
the more important since the fiscal 
year was inaugurated last July 
I 
with a deficit confronting the tr e a s ­ 
ury of $823,000,000. To this “signal 
achievement” Mr. Harding declared, 
should be added the fact that in ad­ 
dition to wiping out the deficit and 
accumulating a surplus the campaign 
for efficiency and economy had re­ 
sulted in actual expenditures of the 
governemtn being cut $256,000,000 in 
the last twelve months below the or­ 
dinary expenditures for the year end­ 
ing last June 30. 
Mr. Harding called attention 
to 
conditions when the first meeting of 
the 
“business 
organization” 
was 
held two years ago this month and 
declared that he regarded that meet­ 
ing as an “epoch in the administra­ 
tion of government business.” What 
had been done since in the way of 
economy and efficiency, the 
presi­ 
dent said, was commendable, but he 
warned the assembled executives 
that they faced another year when 
tasks as difficult and problems 
as 
acute awaited solution lf the 
gov­ 
ernment’s policy of conducting 
af­ 
fairs economically 
and 
efficiently 
was to be realized. 
“In a few days,” 
the 
president 
said, “we commence another fiscal 
year and I feel confident that at Its 
close we will be able to point to even 
greater 'achievements in our 
cam­ 
paign for retrenchment, economy 
and efficiency than have been accom­ 
plished this current year. 
The appropriations for the 
com­ 
ing fiscal >ear amount in 
round 
figures to $3,706,000,000 
which 
is 
$234,000,000 less than the appropria­ 
tions for the current year. As com­ 
pared with the estimate presented to 
congress the appropriations for 1924 
are but $7,825,000 
less 
than 
the 
amount asked for in the budget ani 
the estimates supplemental thereto. 
* Action by cong-ess on t\« 
esti­ 
mates for 1924 therefore amounted 
t»* nrsctical ratificntion of 
ne bud­ 
get and the supplemental estimates. 
This in itself shows how carefully, 
how painstakingly, were the 
esti­ 
mates prepared and is a source of 
much gratification to the chief execu 
tlves. 
It is the first time in many 
years that executive requests for ap­ 
propriations and 
legislative 
grant 
have been in practical accord. 
“A revised estimate just compiled 
indicates that the ordinary recipts 
for 1924 will amount in round figures 
to $3,638,000,000 and that 
the 
ex­ 
penditures, including $507,000,000 for 
public debt reduction, will total $3,- 
668.000,000. This indicates a deficit 
of $30,000,000. This deficit must not 
only be wiped out but we must close 
the coming year with a substantial 
balance to our credit. It is my earn­ 
est desire that the expenditures for 
the coming year, excluding the five 
hundred million dollars for debt re­ 
duction, be kept within three billion 
dollars. 
• • • 
• 
I expect you 
all to effect some savings from your 


appropriations for the coming fig I 
cal year. 
w 
“The coming fiscal year will afford 
us a real opportunity to demonstrate 
our ability to carry on the policy by 
economy in the conduct of business 
and retrenchment in 
expenditures. 
Congress has granted for that year 
funds approximately in the amounts 
requested by the chief executive as 
being necessary to carry on the gov­ 
ernment’s business. 
To accomplish 
what is necessary to be done with 
a limited amount of funds, as will be 
the case this coming fiscal year, and 
at the same time effect savings, af­ 
fords an opportunity for really dis­ 
tinguished service. 
I am sure that 
you all welcome this opportunity and 
that you will enter upon the coming 
year with the finn resolve to make 
a new record In efficiency and econ­ 
omy in the transaction of the busi­ 
ness of the gpvernment. 
“I realize that this will call for 
further and greater demands upon 
your ability, a closer 
scrutiny 
of 
your activities, and the Installation 
generally of more efficient methods. 
Let us here resolve that we will 
establish in federal operation, 
not 
only for the coming but for succeed­ 
ing years, an earnest, friendly com­ 
petition between the natiop’s multi­ 
tudinous operating 
agencies—com­ 
petition for obtaining the maximum 
result with a minimum of expendi­ 
ture. * • • 
• 
“Another task which will shortly 
confront us is the preparation of the 
budget for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1925. I contemplate a sub­ 
stantial reduction in the estimates 
of appropriations for 1925 as com­ 
pared with the appropriations 
for 
1924. 
In fact, I have expressed to 
the director of the bureau of the 
budget my desire that the 1925 esti­ 
mates, exclusive of the amount re­ 
quired to meet the reduction in, and 
the interest on, the public debt and 
the amount required for the post­ 
office department, will not be in ex­ 
cess of $1,700,000,000. To reach this 
amount the estimates for 1925 must 
be $126,000,000 less than the appro­ 
priation for 1924. This will tax your 
best efforts, but I have confidence in 
your ability to find ways and means 
for lessening the amounts of your re­ 
quests for funds.” 
The president said he knew the 
“unpopularity of insistent reductions 
and enforced economies” but urged 
that sober reflection by the masses 
of the people whom the government 
serves would result in applause of 
“honest and zealous endeavor to re­ 
duce the cost of government which 
has an intimate relationship with the 
cost of living.” 
“I can understand,” the executive 
added, ‘‘how the constant calls for 
reductions somewhat tries your pa­ 
tience. 
But a day will come when 
we must deal with 
increases, 
be­ 
cause there must be expanding ac­ 
tivities and attending growth of cost 
in the government of a growing na­ 
tion. Our big problem is to find the 
irreducible minimum upon which we 
may constantly enlarge.”

Chairman of Public Service 
Commission Expired On 
Golf Club Links.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18.—’The 
funeral of John A. Kurtz of Kansas 
City, chairman of the state public 
service commission, who died here 
suddenly late yesterday from heart 
trouble while playing golf at the 
country club, will be held at St. Jos­ 
eph, Mo., tomorrow afternoon. 
Funeral services will be held here 
in the state senate chamber late to­ 
day after which the body will be 
taken St. Joseph, the home of Mrs. 
Kurtz. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.. June 18. 
—John A. Kurtz, chairman of the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, 
died suddenly at 5 p. rn. yesterday 
at the Jefferson City Country Club, 
five miles west of Jefferson City, of 
heart’s disease. 
He was playing golf with Attorney 
General Barrett, Noah W. Simpson, 
until recently a member of the com­ 
mission; R. Perry Spencer, general 
counsel of the commission, and oth­ 
ers w’hen he complained of feeing ill. 
He had reached the sixth hole in the 
golf course. He played the seventh 
hole and collapsed. Before a physi­ 
cian w'ho was summoned could reach 
him Kurtz was dead. 
Mrs. Kurtz and her two children 
had accompanied him to the Country 
Club and were at 
the 
clubhouse 
when he wras stricken. Mrs. Kurt* 
reached his side just before he ex­ 
pired. 
Kurtz was in the early forties and 
was apparently in robust health. He 
was a lawyer by profession and was 
a graduate of Missouri University. 
While a student he took high rank 
as an athlete and was a member of 
the university football team. 
When William G. Busby, chairman 
of the Public Service Commission, 
retired in 1921, Gov. Hyde appointed 
Kutrz for a term ending April 15, 
1927. 
On May 28 Hugh Mclndoe of Jop­ 
lin, a member of the Public Service 
Commission, was stricken with 
in­ 
testinal hemorrhages and died with­ 
in an hour. 
The deaths of Kurtz and Mclndoe 
and the failure of Gov. Hyde to re­ 
appoint Noah W. 
Simpson of La 
Belle virtually change the personnel 
of the commission. The term of An­ 
drew J. O’Reilly of St. Louis has ex­ 
pired and if he is not reappointed 
only E. J. Beam of De Soto wll re­ 
main as a member of the commis­ 
sion as organized by Hyde when he 
went Into office in 1921. 
Many important rate rulings have 
been made by the comission during 
Kurtz’s incumbency 
as 
chairman. 
The most recent important decision 
was handed down in the United Rail­ 
ways valuation case. 
Kurtz w'as an active defender of 
the Public Service Commission, and 
when it was under fire in the Fifty- 
second General Assembly he issued 
a statement In which he said that 
the commission had decided for the 
public in 71.6 per cent of all cases 
affecting rates and fares of utilities 
w'hich had been submitted during the 
year 1022. 
He actively fought a move to re­ 
duce the membership of the com­ 
mission to three members, and he 
opposed measures introduced to cur­ 
tail the powers of the commission. 
Kurtz’s body will be taken to Kan­ 
sas City for burial. It was removed 
late yesterday from the Country 
Club to his home. 
The funeral probably will be at­ 
tended by Gov. Hyde and other state 
officials and his associates on 
the 
Public Service Commission.
